▲s  there  are  about  the  same  number 
of  women  in  this  country  as  men,  it 
Will  be  seen  that  the  proportion  of  the 
former  at  work  at  gainful  occupation* 
la  smaller  than  is  popularly  supposed, 
only  one  in  five  being  engaged  at  any 
work  from  which  she  derives  a  revenue, 
either  in  the  form  of  wages  and  salary 
or  profit  in  business.  This  does  no! 
mean  that  the  other  four-fifths  of  the 
Women  are  idle,  for  they  probably  work 
as  bard  as  the  men,  but  that  the  labor 
they  do  produces  nothing  in  a  financial 
way.  They  are  the  housekeepers  of  the 
country,  d^iug  the  sewing,  cooking, 
nursing  and  other  domes tio  service  for 
most  of  the  families.  The  prevalent  be¬ 
lief  that  a  majority  of  the  women  are 
typewriting,  clerking  or  filling  other 
positions  from  whioh  they  have  crowded 
out  the  men  is  founded  on  error.  Tbs 
great  majority  of  them  are  still  at  borne 
attending  to  their  household  duties,  and 
only  a  very  small  proportion  are  out  in 
the. world  straggling  with  the  other  sex 
for  a  living.— New  Orleans  Times- Dem¬ 
ocrat.

Fust,  not  to  change  the  pi 
lion  of  bprooghs.  »u<|,  second,  to  permit  a 
borough  te  have  a  tpi  rate  of  82 
•  100,  in  addition 
raise  the  interest  qo  the  public  debt  of  s 
borough.  The  comnuUee  will  meet  again 
next  Thursday,  wh*n  it  will  endeavor  la 
complete  its  work  solas  to  be  able  to  report 
at  •  meeting  of  the  general  conference  to  b* 
held  Jam  16u>. 


During  the  Zulu  war  Dr.  George 
8 taker,  who  served  during  the  campaign 
as  *n  army  aurgfcp,  bad  an  opportunity 
of  observing  the  method  in  whioh  the 
,  natives  treated  their  wounded  comrades. 
He  noticed  that  they  carried  them  to  the 
highest  point  attainable,  and  there  ex- 
>  posed  the  wound*  to  the  purest  air  and 
the  action  of  pure  water.  This  simple 
remedy  was  swift  and  sure,  the  worst 
cases  yielding  rapidly  under  its  iufln- 
enoe,  doubtless  the  healthy  state  of  the 
blood  and  the  abstemious  lives  led  by 
the  natives  having  *  good  deal  to  do 
with  the  matter.  Dr.  Stoker  was  led  to 
believe  that  the  oxygen  cure  might  be 
applied  to  ulcere,  burns  and  wounda  eff 
a  similar  nature,  and  on  his  return  to 
this  country  he  made  several  experi¬ 
ments  on  such  cases,  and  the  more  he 
saw  of  it  the  firmer  was  his  belief  in  hi* 
discovery.  Bacteria oonsist  of  two  kinds 
—  the  harmful  micro-organisms  and 
8boee  necessary  to  the  system,  ia  order 
that  the  mechanism  of  the  body  may  be 
carried  on  satisfactorily.  Before  tbe  dis¬ 
covery  of  antiseptic  surgery  the  risk 
which  was  run  wherever  a  raw  surface 
was  exposed  to  the  air  was  enormous, 
but  with  the  introduction  of  antiseptics 
Into  the  treatment  tbe  danger  was  re¬ 
duced  to  a  minimum.  Iodoform  has  al¬ 
ways  been  the  special  medium  for  use 
In  the  case  of  ulcere,  and  it  Is  not  a 
pleasant  one,  but  it  tended  to  hold  the 
bacteria  at  bay.  Now,  however,  it  has 
been  noticed  that  in  oases  where  oxygen 
has  been  applied  and  where  the  wound 
is  healing  the  prepress  was  marked  by 
the  preeenoe  of  common  organisms  and 
that  If  a  relapse  occurred  the#bacteria 
disappeared,  so  that  one  i*  led  to  the 
conclusion  that  a  certain  number  of 
these  living  organisms  are  necessary  in 
tbe  formation  of  new 'and  healthy  flesh. 

It  was  decided  to  enter  upon  a  wider 
field  of  operations  and  test  this  experi¬ 
ment  further — for  it  mast  be  borne  in 
mind  that  as  yet  it  ia  only  an  experi¬ 
ment — and  accordingly  a  committee  of 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  under  tbe  presi¬ 
dency  of  Baroness  Burdett  Coutta,  un¬ 
dertook  to  establish  a  hospital  at  S3  St. 
George’s  square,  a  W.  Tbe  hospital  is 
small,  but  if  funds  were  forthcoming  a 
larger  bouse  ooald  be  secured.  Tbe  oxy¬ 
gen  need  is  said  to  be  flrst  generated  in 
an  Iran  funnel,  and  thence  it  is  pumped 
into  India  rubber  baga,  according  to  the 
strength  required.  Tbe  part  affected  is 
than  inclosed  in  a  wooden  box  with  a 
glass  lid  anc^csaed  round  with  oi\pkin. 
A  tube  communicates  with  tbe  box  and 
the  bag,  and  in  this  way  the  oxygen  is 

3Bi  into  the  box  Other  appa- 
e  oontrived  for  the  back,  head 
parte  of  the  body.  Tbe  first 
be  cessation  of  pain,  and  tbe 
■opertiie  are  quickly  discerned. 
Df  an  uloer  of  40  years’  stand¬ 
ing  had  yielded  to  tbe  treatment  in 
three  weeks,  another  of  18  years  la  an 
squally  short  time,  and  many  others 
'  had  a  similar  tale  to  teJL  Not  one  of 
the  least  of  tba  virtues  off  the  oxygen  is 
its  deodorising  power.  It  has  also  been 
tried  oa  oases  of  baldness,  with  the  re¬ 
sult  that  the  hair  grew  rapidly  and  in  a 
short  time  was  is  a  normal  condition. 
To  what  length  the  curative  properties 
of  oxygen  may  be  carried  remains  te  be 
proved,  but  it  has  at  least  one  advan¬ 
tage.  that  of  extreme  economy,  far,  be¬ 
yond  tbe  cost  of  tbe  oxygen,  whioh,  it 
Is  said,  oomea  to  about  2>»  pence  for  24

The  H.  T.  Tribune  s  Appeal  for  Social 
Reform 

It  would  be  hasty  judgment  to  say 
that  a  recent  occurrence  in  a  fashion-^ 
aide  restaurant  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
furnishes  proof  of  general  social  Jemur 
alixetion.  But  that  it  indicate*  social 
tendencies  of  a  most  demoralizing  and 
degrading  character  is  not  to  be  denied. 
It  raises  the  question  in  the  utiiuis  of 
l  bough  if  ul  men  ai 

pet-tally  of  fathers  and  mothers,  wheth¬ 
er  or  not  in  the  social  life  of  this  great 
uity  there  is  something  so  radically  un¬ 
wholesome  "had  bad  a*  to  endanger  not 
ugly  the  manners  and  morals  of  the 
young  men  *nd  women  exposed  to  its 
influence,  but  the  very  permanence  of 
society  and  stability  of  the  State.  For 
uoe  thing,  at  least,  ia  certain  :  that  the 
framework  of  a  society  whose  rec 
lions  are  impure  and  greas.  and  which 
finds  its  pleasures  in  sensual  exhibitions 
either  insidiously  suggestive  or  wickedly 
wanton  and  baldly  bad.  cannot  long  en¬ 
dure.  While  it  doe*  endure  it  saturate* 
*11  tbe  strata  and* all  conditions  of  civic 
life  with  impurity  and^vilenes*.  rotting 
out  tbe  very  foundations  of  public 
rirtoe,  upon  which  depend  tbe  welfare 
of  the  people  and  the  permanence  of  the 
State. 

It  is  a  good  sign  that  the  disclosure* 
which  have  been  made,  and  have  been 
utilised  for  profit  by  newspaper*  whiclv 
deal  in  pruriency  Jby  wholesale  and  re¬ 
tail,  have  actually  shocked  the  com¬ 
munity.  Shocked  not  merely  its  relig¬ 
ious  sense  or  ita  moral  sense,  but  it* 
sense  of  decency— that  common  sen: 
which  survey*  all  transactions,  whetfn 
social,  political  of  commercial,  from  tl 
coldly  intellectual  and  philosophic  poiull 
of  view  of  their  effect  upon  material  im 
t •.-rests.  From  tliat  point  of  view  it  hi 
easily  discerned  that  neither  public  nof 
private  credit  can  long  survive,  not 
business  prosper,  nor  enterprise  succeed^ 
iu  a  ctmimunity  wlios*  higher  social 
classes  have  in  their  love  of  luxury  ami 
i is  bits  of  idleness  lost  all  self-respect- 
aud  sense  of  shame.  The  occurrence 
referred  to  was  not  a  sudden  outcrop¬ 
ping  of  vicious  tastes  or  an  abrupt  erup¬ 
tion  of  joutnful  folly.  It  was  tbe  logj 
cul  development  of  a  tendency  which 
tins  been  manifesting  itself  in  myriad 
forms  for  a  long  period  in  what  is  called, 
or  call*  itself,  our  best  society.  De¬ 
praved  taste*  have  been  fed  fat  with  so- 
ial  scandals  and  rank  gossip,  with  tlr 
vilenem  of  insinuation  aud  ths  maliqe 
of  innuendo,  with  th*  tittle-tattle  of  tl^e 
idle  and  the  coarse  jest  of  the  literariy 
butfoon,  all  spread  in  unctuous  display 
ui*>n  the  {.ages  of  the  cheap  and  nasty' 
pres*.  Contributory  to  this  volume  01 
unwholesome  emanation*  have  been  the 
drivelling*  of  tbe  drama,  the  vileiieu.  4 f 
the  vaudeville  and  the  pernicious  actiyi- 
dassifleu  lit*  uf  the  press  agent. 

And  has  society — so  called— no  bup- 
lws*  with  this  state  of  things?  No  duty 
to  perform  ‘i  No  mission  to  acoompli*l» 
to  relieve  it  from  the  stain  of  complicity 
with  the  force  of  corruption  and 
moralizatioa  ?  Can  it  do 
drop  down  with  the  tide  ?• 
enough  of  fo.’eilactuai  f< 
nothing  of  t£*  Stamina  of  n: feral 
*Bi!  the  uplifting  influence  of  proper 
self-respect,  to  do  something  to  check 
the  downward  tendency  of  the  time  And 
the  rule  of  common  morality, 
common  decency  and  common  sente? 
Certainly. there  is.  But  who  sliall  move 
in  it  ?  Who  take  the  first  step  toward 
arresting  the  manife*-t  terktency,  purify¬ 
ing  the  public  taste  and  elevating  the 
standard  of  common  morals?  Social 
influences  ran  do  wliat  is  impossible  for 
any  other  agency,  even  legislation^  to 
accomplish.  Who  are  the  society 
leaders  to  undertake  it  and  find  it 
the  reward  of  pu'  lie  Approval,  withjthe 
satisfaction  of  the  highest  social  duty
